The 
Belgian ambassador to the States has 
intimate¢! that Belgium wishes to be- 
gin negotiations for the funding of its 
war debt to the States. 

There are rumours of coming 
trouble in Manchuria. Chang Tso Lin, 
the Chinese governor of that province, 
has refused the demand of the Soviet 
Government of Russia to dismiss from 
his service certain anti-Soviet ‘Rus- 
sians, and is being supported in this 
refusal by the Japanese Government 
whose nominee in Manchuria he is 
supposd to ‘be. Russian troops are 
said to be gathering near the Man- 
churtan frontier and Japan is closely 
watching the proceedings. In view of 
the recent agreements between ‘Rus- 
sia anc! Japan, it is umlikelly that they 
will quarrel over this question very 
seriously, though their old! rivalry for 
the control of China is always Hable 
to break out again. 

It is reported that Britain ds  inti- 
mating to France that she is willing to 
join in a guarantee agreement for the 
French frontier with Germany but not 
in a similar guarantee of the Polish 
frontier, nor is she willing to swpport 
the French demand for the right to 
send troops across Germany if neces- 
sary to the help of Poland in case of 
an attack on that country by Russia. 
There is strong opposition in Ger 
many to Germany giving any guaran 
tee as to her frontiers with ‘Poland. 

The Reparations Commission re- 
ports that Germany jis so far living up 
to her undertakings in the Dawes 
agreement. 

The British and French govern- 
ments are sending a joint note to 
Germany specifying the points in 
which they consider that she has fail- 
et! to comply with the disarmament 
provisions of the Treaty of Versailles. 

In Morocco the rising against the 
French appears to be taking on a 
more serious aspect. The French 
have had to withdraw from a consider- 
able area of grounit, and the Moorish 
forces appear to be increasing in num- 
bers, from which it would seem that a 
formidable general rising against 
French authority in Morocco may be 
possible. The French official an- 
nouncement of their casualties last 
y week was 400 killed, 1000 wounded 
‘ and 35 missing. Of these one-third

The Personal Experiences of a Red Deer 
‘Man During the Great German 
Attack of the Spring of 1918 


Related by F. de K. Callender. 


On the 28rd of April, 1918, I was 
with my battalion of the Third London 
Regiment alt Beauve near Amiens. 
The great German attack of the 21st 
of March had taken place and driven 
the British line back for many miles 
with tremendous losses. On the day 
in quéstion we had relieved the Aus- 
tralians and oceupiec! a_ series of 
hastily dug and shallow trenches 
which were not connected ‘with one 
another but formed more or less de 
tached posts. My platoon held part 
of one of these trenches with another 
on my right which, in its tturn, linked 
up with a French regiment, so that 
we occupied the point of junction of 
the two great Allied armies, the point 
at which tthe enemy’s blows were con- 
tinually aimed in ‘his attempt to 
divide the British army definitely 
from the French. On my left I had 
the dther two platoons of my com- 
pany. 

The position was a very confused 
one. We had no maps of the trench 
positions as they then existed, and it 
seemed to us that the Germans were 
holding ground not only in our front 
but also to our rear. We had come in 
hurriedly and by night, so had ‘had no 
time to get familiar with the actual 
situation that existed. Our guns in 
shelling the German trenches appear- 
ed to be aiming at some positions on 
our Tight flank, and, as sometimes 
happened throughout the war, their 
shells were occasionally apt to fall in 
uncomfortable proximity to our posi- 
tion until we were able to warn them 
and get the ranges altered. 

At 2 am. my company commander 
reported to me that a German attack 
‘was expected at daybreak, and I warn 
ed the men of my platoon according- 
‘ly. The platoon was at practically 
‘full strength, composed mainly of 
young men just arrived from England, 
and) called on to face at once the 
most severe of ordeals. As day began 
to break we were all ready. There 
was a slight mist hanging low on the 
ground which made it exceedingly diffi- 
ewt to make out anything. On our 
feft the Germans began a bombard. 
ment, but for a time they left our 
particular section .of trench alone. 
Then suddenly from close range a 
German trench mortar opened fire on 
the point of junction between our 
men anc’ the French, and in a few min- 
utes had blown the trench to bits and 
so severed the connection between the 
two armies. The result was that the 
men from the platoon on my right and 
also some of the French came crowd- 
ing along to my section of trench in 
their desire to escape the fire concen. 
trated on the junction point. Between 
me and the platoon to my left the only 
communication was a short and nar- 
row tunnel dug through the ground 
that cGivided my _ section of trench 
from that of the next platoon. My 
trench therefore became uncomfort- 
ably crowded with men. I noticed 
‘tthe platoon officer of the platoon from 
the right rushing about, shouting and 
gesticulating, and it occurred to me 


that he had lost control of himself , earliest hours of the day. 


What became of him T do not know. 1 
have an impression that he made his 
way to the rear, but I cannot say for 
certain. Then the Germans turned 
their attention on my _ section of 


s 


with bullet and bayonet. Then the 
enemy poured right over us. I don't 
think that very many of them fell in 
the charge. Some of them leaped Into 
our trench. Others leapec! over it and 
went on. It was obvious that all hope 
of successful resistance was gone, and 


I called out to my men to look to} # 


themselves. We had no orders for a 
retreat under any circumstances. It 
was a case of stay where we were till 
we died or were taken prisoners. When 
we saw that we were hopelessly over: 
powered we threw down our rifles and 
surrenderec. A young German corpor- 
al came along the tremch and more or 
less took charge of it, and some Ger- 
mans called to us in English to get 
out of the trench and go forward to- 
wards what had been their trenches 

It was all very confused. I got out 
of the trench and walked forward. J 
found! myself more or less alone. Our 
own guns were then firing on the 
area where we were and some of our 
men were [ believe killed by British 
shells as they went forward into Ger- 
man-oceupied ground. Lying on the 
open ground I found a big French sol- 
dier hit in the arm and thigh. I stop- 
ped by him and, taking out my flelc' 
dressing, I bound up his wounds. 
While I was doing this the German 
machine guns in the rear of their ad- 
vance were firing over our heads, and 
British shells were falling from time 
to time near us. No one paid any par- 
ticular attention to us, but the spot 
seemed anything but a healthy one, so 
I managed to support the Frenchman, 
and half dragging, half carrying him, 
got him to a shell hole close beside 
some poplars lining a road, which was 
ac far as I could manage to take him. 
There two German soldiers ‘came upon 
us. They evidently belonged to what 
we called “mopping up” detachments, 
following the a¢lvance to look out for 
prisoners and wounded. One of them 
spoke to me in broken English and 
asked if I had any chocolate. I had 
some ‘in my tunic pocket and I gave it 
to him, otherwise they paid no atten- 
tion to us, and I lay down in the shell 
hole besitie the Frenchman in order to 
take shelter from the stray shells and 
bullets. I coud! see Germans picking 
up their dead, and off to the right I 
could see parties of them working 

their way through a small wood that 

had lain to the right front of our 

trench. and evidently searching it for 

any Allied soldiers who might still ‘be 

there. While I was lying in the shel) 

hole I heard a single rifle shot from 

some 20 yards or so down the line of 

poplar trees and immediately a young 
German with his hand bandaged ran 
across the ground in front of me. I 
am almost certain that he had cone 
what was quite a common thing—shot 
himself in the hand in order to get 
sent back as wounded from the front. 
In the meantime I had been wonder- 
ing whether there was any chance of 
my getting back to my own side, but 
with the Germans all round me and 
the British fallen back for miles, my 
only chance would have been in the 
clark, and at that time it was the very 
I knew 
nothing of the general situation nor 
what had happened generally. If 1 
had known, I might have had a 
chance of getting back to my own 
side. for I found out later on that

Through the mist we could see 
Germans advancing and only some 50, 
yards away from us.

fun promptly broke down and refused 
to act. Then my platoon sergeant 
went off the head and became a mere 
raving maniac, running about and jab. 
bering incoherent nonsense. He did 
not keep it up for long. A bullet 
struck him right in the head and he 
Cropped like a stone. My batman or 
servant merely made the comment as 
he saw him fall: “That will keep you 
auiet for a little.” I never saw the 
sergeant again. Immediately after my 
servant called my attention to the fact 
that the Germans were coming in on 
our right flank and rear. We had been 
given special preparatory training for 
such situations, and I divided the fire 
of my platoon, part firing tothe front, 
part to the flank and rear. I myself 
had taken up a rifle when the attack 
began, as I consicered T could do more 
with it than with a revolver. Our fire 
was by this time becoming very wild, 
and quite failed to dheck the advanc- 
ing Germans, who-came on in mass for- 
mation. carrying their rifles at a sort 
of trail and firing them from the hip 
as they came on. I can give no clear 
description of the next few moments. 
In the uncertain light a mass of 
struggling men seemed to bear down 
on us. There ‘was confused fighting

I at once gave' myself under the stray fire of British 


artillery which was shelling the area 
generally, but nothing dame very near 
me, an! I followed the young German 
into a chalk pit. There the Germans 
were assemblec' in larger numbers, 
some of them with bicycles and light 
transport. There were dugouts in the 
banks of the chalk pit. The Germans 
were mostly young fellows and showed 
no particular hostility to me. In fact 
they seemed rather amused, just ag 
our men did when they came on a 
captured “Fritzie.”’ They looked clean 
and smart enough in appearance 
They spoke no English apparently and 
took no notice of me. “There did not 
seem to be any officer in command of 
them. I made signs suggesting that | 
should follow the wounded German 
and they nodded, so I followed the 
German and we reached a hedge be- 
hind which I found that their wounded 
were being gathered in. Here things 
looket! less ‘harmless. A wounded Ger- 
man on a stretcher, his face all cover- 
ed with blood, saw me and shook his 
fist at me furiously. Then a non- 
commissioned officer of some sort 
came up and beckoned to me to follow 
him. Another German spoke to this 
N.C.0., and I heard the word “officer.” 
The German N.CjO. made an answer, 
from the sound of which I gatherec: 
that he was expressing complete  in- 
difference to whether I was an officer 
or not. He led me behind another 
hedge and T felt an uncomfortable sus- 


get hold of a pole from someone, the 
object of which I did not realize at 
the moment, but just then our artil- 
lery began to shell the hedge. There 
were small shelter Cugouts in the 
bank of the hedge.and the German N. 
C.0. at once took refuge in one of 
them. I made for another and got in 
to it along with a German private sol- 
dier, and there we crouched side by 
side, not speaking but showing no hos- 
tility to one another, while the British 
shells crashed and burst along the 
line of the hetige. As soon as the 
bombardment ceased, I thought T ‘had 
better get away before the N.C.Q. got 
hold of me again, so T went back to 
the original hedge where the wounded 
were. There I saw a wounded Ger- 
man sitting on a pole carried by two 
men and I then unélerstood why the 
N.C.O. had tried to get hold of a pote. 
It was to make me act as a carrier of 
weunded back to the clearing stations 
fn the réar. I offered to take one end 
cf the pole that the wounded man was 
sitting on, and this was given to me 
In silence the German who had the 


other end and I took the wounded man! 
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across a field towards some cross 
roads, The British artillery were 
shelling this cross-roads steadily, and 
T calculated! as we went that we might 
just reach the cross-roads at about the 
Same time ‘as one of our own shells, 
with awkward results for me at any 
Als we went we passed some 
German reinforcements coming up un- 
Ger an officer, one of the first officers 
{ had seen since I was taken prisoner. 
We reached the cross-roads, and at the 
same time a shell arrived and burst 
quite close to us, but not near enough 
to hurt us. I remember seeing ao Ger- 
man lying cead just at the cross-roads, 
but we hurried on as well as we could, 
went over a little ridge and entered 
what had once been a village but was 
now only a smashed heap of rubble. 
There ‘we found a Red Cross station 
and put clown our wounded men. Then 
I was directed, along with six captur- 
ed French soldiers, to carry a German 
officer on a stretcher to a big chateau 
about a mile and a half away, which 
had somehow escaped destruction. 
The officer was a heavy man and the 
task of carrying him such a distance 
was not an easy one. IT realized! that 
I was now almost worn out, and at 
times I staggered ‘and nearly fell as 1 
carried my share of the stretcher. The 
officer spoke English and was quite 
polite to me. He asked me if I was ill, 
and I told him no, but very tired. 
When we gat to the chateau we found 
some more French prisoners, and for 
the first time curing the day we were 
really taken ip charge. A non- 
commissioned officer took us in hand 
and we were marched along a road’ to 
the rear. By this time German trans- 
port was beginning to come up, and it 
was then for the first time that I real- 
ized that the Germans were actually 
{n dire straits for suppHes and equip: 
ment. Their ‘horses looked starved, 
their harness was in bits and! patched 
together anyhow, their transport wag: 
gons were ramshackle things of all 
types. It was a tremendous change 
from the well fed, properly furnished 
horses and transport of our army. 
The Frenchman as well as myself 
noticed this and we commented on it 
to one another as we went along. Nor 
was it the horses only that were in 
straits. As we marthed up a hill we 
saw a dead horse lying besic'e the 
road -and a German sergeant-cook was 
busy cutting strips of meat off it for 
food for his men. 

‘Meanwhile we were being steadily 
marched to the rear, and gradually we 
left the roar and crash of the battle 
behind us. All the morning we march- 
eq! without food or drink of any kind. 
At length we reached another smash- 
ed village and there we found a cot- 
tage with a barbed wire enclosure 
round it, intowwhich we were marched. 
A German officer came out of the cot- 
tage, looked us over, and at once ask- 
ed me in English if I was an officer. 
I replied that I was, anc’ he then told 
me quite courteously to go into ‘the 
house. TI knocked at the door, and 
someone inside called out in English: 
“Come in.” I went in and found my- 
self facing a German sergeant. “Come 
along,” the said. ‘We are glad to see 
you. Sit down.” There was a couch 
in the room ané'T sat down on it, feel- 
ing very tired. Tkhe German sergeant 
chatted to me quite freely and with 
no animosity ‘whatever. He said that 
fhe had lived in England before the 
war, which accounted for his speaking 
such excellent Engiish. He asked me 
if I would like anything to eat, and his 
question sucdenly awoke me to a reali- 
zation of the fact that I was parched 
with thirst and faint with hunger. 
I asked ‘him for a drink, 'and he gave 
me a cup of what was intended to be 
coffee and a piece of bread. The 
coffee was miserable stuff but it was 
hot, and I drank it Gown and filled my 
cup from the coffee pot again and 
again ti! I had drained the pot dry. 
Seeing that I had had nothing to eat 
and drink since the night before, anc 
had fought and marched and carried 
wounded for hours, it was not surpris 
ing that I was both thirsty and hun. 
gry. The bread was black in colour, 
and hard almost as brick. I ate 
some of it, and put the rest down 
Later on I realized that I was ex- 
tremely foolish not to put it in my 
pocket. Even iron-hard bread was bet 
ter than nothing. The sergeant then 
searched me. He took away my knife, 
but left me my pocketbook. He in- 
formed me with an apologetic air that 
he would have to take away my trench 
qoat as it was needed for the German 
air service. I lay down on the couch, 
but the sergeant told me I must move 
into another room as that one was 
wanted for the German officer in 
charge. The room into which I was 
sent was dark and dirty with no couch 
but merely a lot of blankets lying on 
the floor. An orderly came in, a Brit- 
ish soldier, who had been taken pris- 
oner a ‘week earlier. He told me that 
he was doing all right and ad¢ed that 
I could help myself to all the blankets 
I wanted. “They all belong to us," he 
said, meaning that they were British 
equipment abandoned in the great re- 
treat. I made myself comfortable 
with the blankets on the floor and fell 
fast asleep. Other prisoners were 
brought in from time to time anc T 
woke for a minute or two occasionally 
at the nojse of their entrance, but 
they were French ant I did not try to 
talk to them. I had my watch still 
and I slept till two in the morning. 
Then I heard a commotion outside and 
an English voice which I recognized 
as that of the officer of my battalion 
who had been acting as Haison officer 
with the French on our right before 
the battle. His name was Clemo. He 
came in with other prisoners, and I! 
called out to him in the darkness and 
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we felt dur way to one another ant! 
shook hands, It :-was something to 


conditions, He'gave me his version of 
what had happened. The French with’ 
whom he was‘had held their ‘position 
till the afternoon. The German’ ad- 
vance thac! gone right over them, ‘but 
had@ paid no further attention to them, 
and they had simply stayed. where 
they were. One German officer had 
been seen waving to them and shout- 
ing orders from their rear and \Clemo 
had shot him dead. It was only later 
that they had really been taken pris- 
oner. 

We lay down again and slept till 6 
am., and then we were roused ‘and 
marched off. We got no breakfast and 
no food all day. Sometimes we got a 
Httle water to drink at houses which 
we passed. We were under the or- 
ders of German ‘'N.C.O’s. and ‘had little 
chance of escape. There were about 
50 of us prisoners under an escort of 
6 Germans, The weather at the time 
was very cold at nights but tolerable 
during the day. 

At length we reached what had once 
been a fairly substantial city, and I 
recognized it as Peronne, where I had 
been stationed for a short time. In 
all the city there was only one hotel 
left even approximately undamaged. 
As we marched into the town we picik- 
ed up empty bully beef tins lying be- 
side the road, ‘and later on were 
thankful that we did so, as they were 
the only things we had to put the Ger- 
man “food” into. We were marched 
to a broken-down house where there 
was a sort of kitchen, and there we 
were given a small quantity of a 
hot Nquid which looked like coffee 
and a little piece of stale black bread 
as hard as stone. We were turned out 
Into a sort of backyard with no shelter 
of any kind in it, and as it came on to 
nain and I had no coat, it was dis- 
tinctly miserable. After a little while 
we were marched from the yard into a 
field near an old fort. The field! was 
pitted with shell holes and surround- 
ed by a moat, and now, for the first 
time since we were captured, we were 
under a really strong guard of Ger- 
mans, We had to spenc! the night in 
this field without shelter of any kind. 
It froze hard through the night and 
wias bitterly cold. ‘We huddled to- 
gether in the shell holes, British and 
French indiscriminately mixed) to- 
gether, and slept a little, but the cold 
naturally prevented our getting real 
rest. In the morning we were again 
taken to the cookhouse and given a 
little of the so-called coffee and then 
we were lined up outside the railway 
station and kent standing there for 
some hours. Finally, a train ma‘'e up 
of covered goods trucks, or freight- 
ears as they would be called here, 
dame along, and we were ordered into 
it. Some straw was thrown into one 
truck for the officers to lie on, but I 
don't think the men had anything at 
all but the floor of the trucks to rest 
on. However, we were.so utterly worn 
out that we were gla‘l to lie down any- 
how anc! slept till we got to Cambral, 
which was the first town we had seen 
in the war area with its houses un- 
damaged. Here some French civilians 
came and talked to us and asked us 
why we had not ‘advanced at the time 
of the battle of Cambrai in 1917 when 
the Germans had practically evacuat- 
ec!the place. From Cambrai the train 
took us on to another town whose 
name I do not know. There we left 
the train and were marched to a 
building of some sort in which were 
rows of “sleeping” bunks, which when 
we occupied them proved to be so in- 
fested with vermin that sleep was 
nearly impossible. Here we got a 
bowl of soup, mainly made from po- 
tato peelings and barley, and we 
spent a night of restless discomfort. 
In the morning we were given the 
chance of changing our French (anc 
British money for German money, 
were allowed to buy cigarettes and 
signed cards which were to be sent to 
our relatives at home to let them 
know we were alive but prisoners. 
Then we were again put into the train 
ama taken to Metz, the great fortress 
town of Alsace-Lcrraine, which has 
now again become French. Tyhere we 
were detrained and given some food 
and marched through the streets. The 
people stared’ at us without any par 
ticular sign of feeling, either of sym- 
pathy or hostility. From Metz we 
were taken by train to Carlsrhue in 
Germany proper, and there we were 
taken to fan hotel and - locked into 
rooms. ‘There was a regular prison- 
ers’ camp in ‘Carlsrhue with huts 
built in an old beer garden, ‘and we 
were kept there for a week. Barbed 
wire surrounded the garden and 
powerful electric lights were kept 
burning at night to prevent the possi- 
bility of prisoners escaping. On the 
night before we were to be moved 
from this camp further into Germany, 
we suddenly heard all the hooters ‘and 
sirens in the town begin to blow. We 
guessed tthat it was an Allied air raid 
coming. Our camp being so brilliantly 
lit up we thought we were fairly safe, 
so we sat in our huts and chuckled as 
we heard the noise of the aeroplanes 
overhead anc’ the crash of the bombs 
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bursting on the railway ‘station and 
other parts of the city. ' 
From Carlsrhue we were taken a 


djay’s journey in the train to Graudenz. 
As we went along in the train I kept 
my eyes open for any signs of suffer. 
ing or privation in Germany, but it 
did not appear on tthe surface at any 
rate. At Graudenz there was a large 
camp for officer prisoners. We were 
kept in one half of a big barracks, the 
other half of which was occupied thy 
German recruits in training for the 
front. We used to watch them from 
our quartets, and as fat as we could | 
judge, their training followed much } 
the same lines as our own. One day, 
a German Officer, evidently of high! 


rank, came to inspeat the recruits, ‘and , 
we were amused to see ‘the abject: 
deference with which his subordinate 
Officers behfaved to him, kissing his 
hand and generally kowtowing to him. 
The food in this camp was very 
poor. We got only coffee for bhreak- 
fast, and about half a loaf of brelac! ito 
last us a week. It was hard and stale 
and ‘heavy, but even so we had to car- 
ry it about with us all the time for j 
fear of its being stolen by other pris- 
oners. I heard of one officer who was 
court-martialled by his fellow prison- 
ers for stealing bread. Naturally such 
privation told heavily on the weaker 
men and some ‘actually die¢' under it. 
In addition to the coffee and bread we | 
got a bowl of soup in the morning and | 
one in the evening. and that was all’ 
we had to live on. There was nothing 
to do in the camp. We had to attend | 
muster paraties twice a day. Other- 
wise we just loafed about and indeed 
we felt so weak from semi-starvation 
that we did not want to do ‘anything. 
After a short time in this camp a 
call was made for 20 officers to volun- 
teer for tnansfer to another prison 
camp. Believing that {t ‘could not pos- 
sibly be worse than the one I was in,, 
I volunteered, With the rest of the 


find a trignd: under. such’. depressing 
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party 1 travelled all day by train to 
the new camp which was at Fursten- 
burg, a summer resort of Berlin, The 
“camp” proved to be an hotel out in 
the country standing amongst iis 
own grounds, which were strongly 
fenced. When we arrived a number 
of men in flannels came out to meet 
us. These proved to be our fellow 
prisoners. This camp was fa vast im. 
provement on’ Graudenz. it had been 
in existence for some time, and had 
been thoroughly organized. Food 
parcels came regularly from Britain 
and so we were independent of Ger- 
man rations. There were tennis 
counts just across the road and we 
could go and play on them by giving 
up our “parole” cards to the sentry at 
the gate. The interior organization of 
the camp was managed by the officers 
themselves, and there was a ‘camp 
acjutant, a British officer, who saw to 
the allotment of rooms and arnange- 
ments generally. It was June when I 
reached this camp and thankfully 
found myself able to get some proper 
food and comfort. 

The German Commandant of this 
camp was a gentleman and treated his 
prisoners like gentlemen, so that life 
here was not unpleasant. We got the 
German papers, but we got also by 
stealth Britisr papers. ‘‘'The Times” 
was regularly smuggled into camp. 
It was said that a German Clentist 
brought it in. Only a few of the offi- 
cers knew of the “Times” being 
brought in, jand it was ‘passed from 
hand to hand among them with elab- 
orate precautions for destruction if 
the German authorities got any hint 
of it. In this way we knew how the 
war was going, and learned of the 
great Allied victories and advance 
that began in July. The “Times” was 
a week late when it arrived! but that 
did not greatly matter. 

While I was in this camp four Brit- 
ish officers, headed by a certain Lord 
Farnham, organized an escape. Their 
plan was to tamper with the electric 
light supply of the camp and cause 
it to fail at @ certain moment in the 
night. They had also I think bribed 
the sentries on Guty at one corner of 
the camp enclosure. Their plan suc- 
ceeded. quite well. The electric light 
fuses blew out one evening with a 
loud explosion. Im fact they cut off 
the supply not only of the camp hut 
of tthe whole neighbouring town, and 
in the darkness they succeeded: in get- 
ting away from the camp, but they did 
not get out of Germany, though they 
were not discovere¢! and recaptured 
till after the armistice so that it dil 
not greatly matter. 

It was about the 11th of October that 
we first learned that Germany was on 
the verge of collapse. From the Ger- 
man papers we read that they had 
asked for an immediate armisitice. At 
once the tone of the camp changed. 
We prisoners were overjoyet. The 
Germans on the other hand changet' 
to a much less arrogant tone. 

The end came with startling sud- 
denness. A motor car drove up one 
day land a iprivate soldier got out of it 
along with some civilians and asked 
to see the Commandant. They were 
a committee of the new revolutionary 
government come to take over control 
of the camp. The Kaiser lac! fled. 
Germany was no longer an Empire. 
To the German Commandant of the 
camp the news came as a ‘complete 
and crushing surprise. After consid- 
ering the matter he told the commit- 
tee that he would continue to manage 
the camp for them till the prisoners 
were sent home, but would accept no 
pay from the revolutionary govern- 
ment. He was bitterly humiliated at 
the downfall of his country and openly 
burst into tears. Like so many other 
he 
had had little or no it‘ea that such a 
complete collapse was about to take 
place. 

We were not sent home at once. 
We remained in the camp for a month 
till the 15th December till transport 
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arrangements could be made for us, 
but we were no longer prisoners. The 
camp guards were removed and we 
were free. The German Commandant 
came and addressed ug, advising us 
not to go into the neighbouring town 
in case of disturbances and incidents, 
but in point of fact we did go, and 
found the Germans not hostile ‘but in- 
clined to be cringing. A wurious 
thing which we found in the town was 
that soap anc! ‘chocolate were worth 
more than any money. We had got 
such things from home. The Germans 
had not seen them for a long time. 
A cake of Sunlight soap fetched the 
equivalent of £1 ($5.00), and I my- 
self sold a bit of soap for a number 
of\drinks of excellent whiskey. 
Finally we were taken back to Brit. 
ain via Copenhagen and Denmark. 
receiving much hospitality from the 
Danes, whose curiosity and ‘capacity 
td speak English were alike great. 
‘Strangely enough, the port to which 
we were taken was Leith, from which 
I hnd sailed on the first occasion of 
my leaving Britain to go abroad, a 
good) many years before.

SWEET CLOVER 
(Bxperimental Farms Note) 


from the status of a weed, legis- 
lated against by Governments, to that 
of a much-sought-after, cultivated for- 
age plant has been the history of the 
development of sweet clover. This 
transformation has not been the slow 
development resulting from long and 
careful consiceraiton jut rather an 
almost instantaneous popularity. 

There is always a danger accom- 
panying the suc'den popularizing of 
any crop, of man'ty people accepting 
the new production without reserva- 
tion of any kind. ‘Such acceptance in- 
vaniably results in disappointments 
and numerous failures. For this reas- 
on it is desirable to indicate some of 
the Hmitations and advantages of 
sweet clover as a forage crop. These 
refer principally. to the biennial white 
blossom type as it is the only kind as 
yet of considerable commercial tmpor- 
tance throughout ‘Canada. 

. Advantages 


‘Sweet clover can be grown success- 
fully on a surprisingly great variety 
of soils. : 

Because of its ability to thrive on 
poor soils it offers an excellent me- 
dium for the improvement of worn-out 
Soils or for lightening up heavy soils. 
At the same time it is a gatherer and 
storer of nitrogen, and adds to the soil 
a considerable quantity of this nec- 
essary element, 

It provides an excellent source of 
pasture and in most years on the 
‘Prairies and in dry years in the Bast 
it is possible to produce a fair quality 
of hay from it. Once cattle become 
accustomed to the peculiar taste anc' 
odor of the sweet dlover they appear 
to relish both the pasture and hay. 


Objections 


Sweet clover has a peculiar odor 
and @ bitter taste that renders it un- 
palatable to-catfle until they become 
used to it. 

During years when rainfall is at all 
frequent during the haying season it 
is almost impossible to cure Sweet. 
clover for hay. 

The quality of hay produced even 
ander the best conditions {s usually 
inferior to that proéuced by alfalfa, 
red clover or our commonly cultivated 
grasses, 

Itis difficult to prevent sweet clover 

from seeding even when cut for hay 
or pastured, consequently it often 
appearsin succeeding crops where it 
is not wanted. 

When alfalfa seed production is 
carried! on, the presence of sweet 
clover is very undesirable because of 
the difficulty of keeping ‘the alfalfa 
fields free from it and because its 
presence in allfalfa seed lowers the 
market value of the seed in which it 
is found. 

Concivfsions 


Alll things consicered, it would seem 
as if sweet clover had a disti nct place 
48 a soil dmprover and as a temporary 
pasture crop with a more limited use 
as a silage crop and also, in the west- 
ern provinces, as a ‘hay crop.

‘CROP REPORT 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton, Saturday, May 30, 1925. 
‘Conditions attending the growth of 

the new crop in the province continue 

to be generally ‘satisfactory. Splendid 
rains have visited the majority of dis- 
tricts since fast report, the greater 
part of the precipitation coming on 

May 1, 22 and 23. These rains were 

followediby two days of cool weather, 

so that the soil benefitted to the 
full extent fromthe precipitation. The 
extreme south-east section of the prov- 

ince and the’ Peace River country did 

not receive the rains-to the same ex- 

tent as the remainder of the province. 

Seeding of coarse grains is nearing 
completion. Wheat is several’ inches 
above ground and for ‘the most part 
showing a healthy, even growth, with 

a few exceptions where germination 

has not been satisfactory. The re- 

Ports received by the Department 

state that the sub-soil moisture is 


greater in most Cistricts than for 
several years. 

Hay crops and pasture are picking 
up rapidly. ‘There is an increase in 
area of fodder crops, particularly in 
corn and alfalfa in the south. —~ 

‘Reports have been received of dam- 
age by cutworms from some districts. 
A rather serious outbreak of grass- 
hoppers is also reported from the 
North country, The Department now 
has material and supervisors in the 
flela with the object of checking this 
outbreak. Slight outbreaks are also 
reported from the old grasshopper 
areas, but it ds anticipated that the 
clamage will be very small. 

The Department is invesigating the 
whole situation with respect to pests 
in the Province. 


Here and There 


According to the Alberta Provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture near- 
ly a quarter of a million bushels of 
oats were shipped from that province 
to New Zealand for seed purposes 
last winter.

The Quebec Provincial Automobile 
Bureau estimates that well over 100,- 
000 automobiles will be registered in 
that Province during the year. This 
will mean an increase over the 1924 
registration of about 15,000 cars. 


The 1924 exports of live cattle to 
Great Britain exceed the 1923 figures 
by over twenty-two thousand heads, 
according to the official Canadian 
returns. Exports to the United 
States also showed a slight increase. 


Four small wooden vessels to act 
as tugs and feeders from Corona- 
tion Gulf to Herschel Islands, in the 
Arctic, are being built at Vancouver, 
B.C., to the order of the Hudsons Bay 
Company. They will be well power- 
ed and sheathed in iron bark. 


There is now only one mine in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass district-idle. « Be- 
tween eight and nine thousand tons 
of coal are being mined there daily 
and the mines at Coleman, Blairmore 
and Bellevue are rapidly striking 
their stride, their output being about 
six thousand tons, 


Although the chief beneficiaries 
under the new British preference 
proposals will be Canadian sugar, 
tobacco and automobiles, it is stated 
that Canadian wines and silk goods 
will also benefit to a certain extent. 
In the sugar preference an increase 
of about 25%, and in tobacco of from 
a fourth to sixth has been made. 


By a recent Order-in-Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, premiums 
for clearing land, which had pre- 
viously been set at $6 an acre, were 
increased to $8. The Order also pro- 
vides that the premium will be paid 
for a maximum of twenty acres of 
land and, as a result of it, a settler 
may obtain a grant of $160 from the 
Government as a reward for his 
work, 


The annual invasion of Canada 
by anglers from the United States 
has commenced. F. N. Peet, secre- 
tary of the Izaak Walton League of 
Chicago, with other members of the 
League is catching salmon at Cains 
River, N.B., while a party of promi- 
nent newspapermen from New York 
is at Lake Archambault, in the 
Laurentians, in quest of the elusive 
trout. Mr. Peet holds the world 
championship for casting a fly. 


Walter Lindley-Jones, editor and 
founder of the Mercantile Guardian, 
of London, Eng., and an authority 
upon commercial matters in gen- 
eral, recently passed through Canada 
on the last lap of a journey around 
the world, by Canadian Pacific 
steamships and trains. Mr, Lindley- 
Jones states that a terrific boom is 
due in China as soon as hostilities 
cease there and that Great Britain 
and Canada will be the chief bene- 
ficiaries.

this point is hilly, occupied by the 
first low ridges of the foothils, some 
of them bare, some of them covered 
with low trees. One of the farmers 
had reached! his own land and was 
passing close to a spot in a little 
valley. where a spring wells up from the 
ground known as “the deer spring” 
from the fact tthat deer tracks are 
often seen in the soft ground around 
the edges of the spring. It was grow 
ing dark but still with ight enough to 
see at close quarters. 


The farmer was quietly walking up 
one of the little ridges of ground 
when on the other side of the ridge 
anc also mounting to the top he saw 
two black eams, and the next moment 
he found himself standing face to face 
at a distance of some ten yards with 
a back bear of quite darge size. The 
bear was as surprised as the man at 
the encounter. He gave a lititle spring 
sideways and then remained facing 
the newcomer, evidently a Httte un- 
certain what to do. Bears asa rule do 
not attack human beings unless they 
have some special reason for so doing 
and this bear did not seem to have any 
such special reason. The man had 
only two cartridges for his Ross .303 
sporting rifle and the light was bad, 
but he isa fine shot and not disposed 
to let such an intruder depart un- 
challengec’. He at once raised his 
rifle, fired, and missed the bear alto- 
gether. The bear again gave a little 
jump and made a short, half-circling 
run up the ridge, not at the man but 
rather round him. He was not yet 
ready to flee headlong nor to attack. 
With only one «cartridge left, and a 
big bear facing him in bad light, the 
man’d position was not too favourable, 
to put it mildly. A shot which only 
wounded without disabling the bear 
might mean a rush by an infuriated 
beast on the unarmed man, whose 
chance of escape would be none too 
good. However, he took the risk and 
fired again, and this time he hit. The 
bear roared and rushec' away among 
the low trees, threshing round in them 
in evident pain, and becoming lost to 
sight in the gathering dusk. 

Thenthe man raised his voice in a 
loud ‘hail to his companion, who he 
thought could not be far off. The 
wounded bear might come out on him 
at any moment. On the other hand 
if he got some more cartritges ‘he 
might follow it up and finish it. 


‘Aftera few shouts he heard faintiy 
amr answering hail, and in a minute or 
two the second farmer appeared, rifle 
in hand. The first man gave his un- 
loaded rifle to the second and, taking 
the loaded! rifle, went cautiously for- 
ward into the bush in the direction 
taken by the wounded bear. It was a 
somewhat risky thing to do in such 
light and in fbushy ground, which 
might conceal an angry animal till it 
was only a few yards away. 

However, there proved to be no risk, 
for a short distance away the bear 
was found lying dead, the second bul- 
let having inflicted a mortal wound. 
He turned wut in measurement to be a 
big fellow for a black bear, being six 
feet from nose to tail, which would 
give him a height of nearly 8 feet 
standing on his hind legs, with a 
spread of 7 feet 6 inches between his 
extended forepaws. Such a big ani 
mal might well become a dangerous 
nuisance to a stock fanmer with calves 
and colts munning loose on the mnge 
and in hig pastures. Otherwise one 
cannot but feel sympathy with an ani 
mal which ordinarily is a harmless 
and shy individual with tastes inclin- 
ing to wild fruit and grubs found under 
dead trees and such things. His skin 
will probably be found! gracing the 
home or the motor car of a_ weli 
known citizen of Red Deer.

Bacon Short Course

During the first day, commencing at 
1.80 pm., alt each place, there will be 
discussions on the feeding and man- 
agement of hogs, and discussion and 
Cemonstration on the market type of 
hogs. 

During the moming of the second 
day, commencing at 9 o'clock, thene 
will be discussion and demonstration 
on the type of breeding hogs. 

During the afternoon of the second 
day there will be inspection and. dis- 
cussion on bacon carcasses. The mar- 
ket type hogs usec' at the demonstra 
tions on'the first day, will be slaugh- 
tered and brought in for demonstration 
as carcasses the second day, under 
the direction of an expert provided 
by the Dominion livestock branch. 
Farmers interestec’ in the breeding of 
bacon type of hog are urged to attend 
these short courses. 

Convention of 'Agriculturists 

The dominion convention of the Can- 
adian Seed Growers’ Association, with 
attendance of probably 100 delegates, 
will be ‘held in Edmonton, June 22 and 
23, and! the convention of the dominion 
organization of the Canadian Society 
of Technical Agriculturists will be 
held on the three days following, June 
24, 25 and 26.

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THE KING’S BIRTHDAY 


The binthday of His Majesty the 
King is a suitable occasion to consider 
what the significance of the monarchy 
is for the British people as a whole. 
The old theory of “the divinity that 
doth hec'ge a king” is certainly gone. 
In its place is a much healthier attl- 
tude. It is recognized that the King is 
the representative of the unity of the 
British race scattered all over the 
world, and that the hereditary system 
as opposed to a periodical election is 
the most convenient and ‘suitable in all 
respects. It is easy to imagine the 
jealousy and friction which would be 
rouse! between the different parts of 
the Emipire if its head had to be elect 
ed at periodical intervals as in the 
United ‘States. Moreover, there is a 
prestige attaching to an ancient family 
of hereditary rulers which the elected 
representative does not enjoy, and 
there is also a certain inherited in- 
stinct for the duties of kingship 
which is of high value. It might be 
euggested that there is no neec! for 
any personal representative ‘of imper- 
fal unity, but in practice mankind 
does not love abstractions, and much 
prefers a visible living expression of 
fits ideas. More particularly is this the 
case with the less advanced sections | 
of the Empire in India and Africa. The 
tours made by His Majesty the King 
about the world when he was Prince 
of Wales were of great value and pos- 
sibly those of the present Prince of 
Wales are even more s0, because of 
the romance of youth which clings 
about him. Take the case of ‘his pres- 
ent tour in South Africa. The leacing 
Dutch mewspapers have been openly 
demanding separation from the Em- 
pire. The Dutch Premier of South 
Africa is more than a little suspected 
of republican leanings, but the Dutch 
people in town and country alike have 
vied with the British in giving a 
splendid welcome to the Prince 
wherever he has gone. Is it not in- 
evittable that the result of such  per- 
sonal meetings should increase the 
feeling of kindliness and friendship 
between the two white races? 

The crucial thing is to keep this 
question free of insincerity and cant. 
Let there be no exaggerated, overdone 
expressions of mysticall reverence. Let 
it be recognized that the King is just 
a man entrusted with duties of great 
importance by the nation, and doing 
those duties in a manner which earns 
him the respect of the nation. As 
jong as that is the case, there need be 
little fear of any cCemand for a 
change in the constitution of the Em- 
pire. Occasional isolated individuals, 
some from sincere conviction, others 
from mere cantankerous spleen, may 
declare their opposition to monarchy, 
but the vast majority of the people of 
the Empire will unite in genuine sup- 
port of the institution and toyal good 
will towards the King in person.

- COMMUNISM IN CANADA 


(uast week we reportet! a debate 
held in the Socialist Hall at Eckvill2 
in which by a majority of 70 to 18 a 
motion was carried that the farmers 
should join the Communist Party. 
Now, there is no need to take such v 
thing at all too seriously. Here was 
a debate held in a building erectec. by 
Socialists for their special meetings 
in a small community, most of whom 
are not of B itisn origin The voters 
numbered less than 100. Bv i.self 
ihe thing is trifling. The only ques: 
tion is whether it is significant as an 
indication of feeling generally 
throughout the country. 

One or two points may be mention 
ec! in connection with the debate. No 
attempt was made by the speakers on 
the Communist side to tell their audi- 
ence just what Communism means oT 
how it is to be worked out in prac- 
tice. The speeches consisted of in 
definite denunciations of the existing 
system and in particular complaints 
ngainst existing mortgages and debts 
and hart times generally. There is 
nothing surprising in this. Cancel. 
lation of debts is an old demand made 
from time to time in the history of 
the world by any classes who happen 
to find their debts troublesome, as 
most indebtec! classes do. The aristo. 
racy of old Rome clamoured for can- 
cellation of debts, “novae tabulae,” | 
much as the Eckville Communists are 
doing. Sometimes the complaints as 
to the burden of debt have real sub- 
stance in them and call for legis: | 
lative action. The unhappy peasant 
fandholders in India have = sufferec 
acutely and to some extent still suf | 
fer from the infamous exactions of 
native moneylenders in spite of the | 
efforts constantly being made by the 
British Government of India to help! 
anc! protect them. That, however, is 
avery different story from the present 
demands. It is not 8% but 100% in- 
terest that the Inciian peasant has 
often to pay and even more. No at: | 
tempt has been made to examine what 


the effect of such cancellation of debts 
would be. It means a wholesale 
breaking of signed and pledged words 
and agreements, or in other words a 
complete Gestruction of, credit and 
faith, with all the results which flow 
from such destruction. 

The men who are calling themselves, 
Communists are in many cases entire- 
ly kindly, well meaning persons, with 


no intention of causing injury or, 
wrong to any one, but with their. 
minds filled with vague resentment 


because all their hard work seems to 
produce such little results, and they, 
see men doing apparently little or no, 
work and yet living in comparative 
luxury and ease. For these “Commun- 
ists” there can be only sympathy. 
In their case a good crop or two, some 
little strokes of good fortune instead 
of bad, some understanding consider- 
ations of their difficulties, would 
probably blow away into thin air their! 
wild theories. 

Yet there is a residue of men in 
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ing to these worthies? We are to 
take on part in Britain’s wars. In 
what way then are we to be members 
of the Empire? We already have our 
own separate customs arrangements 


‘with a limited British preference. We 


have expressed complete disapproval 
of anything like an imperial parlia- 
ment. We are apparently to stand 
alone, and to intimate haughtily to 
the Mother Country that we are not 
going to share her blunders and follies 
and dangers. 

Let us just see what is implied in 
this ‘policy of virtual separation from 
the Empire. First and foremost it 
means that we liave to see to our own 
defence, since the advocates of’ separ: 
atiow do not venture to suggest that 
we take no part in the Empire’s wars, 
put that the Dmpire is bound to protect 
us. Presumably these people say that 
there is mo Teal danger of any more 
war.

THE POLAR FLIGHT 


The absence of news of Amundsen 
and his companions who set out from 
Spitzbergen nearly a fortnight ago, 
must give rise to considerable anxiety 
as to their safety. They had to fly 
about 700 miles to reach the Pole. That 
meant a flight of 1,400 miles for the 
double journey. If all had gone well, 
four days would have been ample for 
them to go and return. The prolonged 
absence almost inevitably means that 
something has gone wrong, and under 
such circumstances even a_ trifling 
mishap may be attended with dire 
consequences. ‘Tt is almost mid-sum- 
mer im the polar regions, but that 
means only comparatively slight modi- 
fication of the rigorous con¢itions al- 
ways prevailing there. Reports have 
come in of the temperature about 
Spitzbergen and north of it ‘being 
slightly above zero, which is appar- 
ently reckoned mild for that region. 

Amuné'sen seems to ‘have left writ- 
ten instructions that no measures for 
relief were to be taken untill 14 days 
had passed from the date of departure 
without word coming from him. He 
therefore evidently contemplated that 
for some reason or another he might 
make a somewhat longer stay than 
Even so, 
the position is disquieting. What 
might be quite a minor breakdown un- 
der ordinary conditions, might be a 
most serious one away out in the 
frozen loneliness of the polar ice.

There is no question of tribute, 
no British demand even that Canada 
should do her share of imperial de- 
fence.

In order to buttress up this theory 
statements are made that are either 
deliberately untrue or so inaccurate as 
to show a childish ignorance of facts 
which have now reached the Comain 
of established thistory. Take this, for 
instance, from the document referred 
to in our last issue‘ 

“Austria declared war on Serbia 
on 28th July, 1914. During negoti- 
ations for peace (while the KaiSer 
at the request of the Czar, was, 
by the application of heavy pres- 
sure, endeavouring to induce Aus- 
tria to agree to mediation) Russia 
on the 29th (probably by the un- 
authorized act of the Minister for 
War and the Chief of the General 
Staff) orWered mobilization against 
Germany, declined to stop it dur- 
ing negotiations and so_ precipi- 
tated the war which Germany on 
the 31st declarec’ against her.” 


That is sheer, unmitigated rubbish.

One 
can only hope that in the ‘case of 
Amundsen, and his companions also, 
good news will soon arrive to tell the 
world that the plucky men are safe 
after all.

There has been a decided increase 
in the first quartér of this year in 
the ordinary life insurance written 
in Canada as compared with that of 
the corresponding period in 1924.

MOUNTAINS TEMPT LOVER OF OUTDOORS | 


NE of the finest Alpine terri- 

tories to be found anywhere 

on the North American Con- 
tinent is that surrounding Mount 
Robson, (13,068 ft.), highest peak 
in the Canadian Rockies. Here the 
visitor finds magnificent peaks, 
awe-inspiring glaciers and delight- 
ful Alpine valleys with their mag- 
nificence of wild flowers to charm 
the heart of the nature lover. In 
1924 the Alpine Club of Canada 
held its annual camp on the shores 
of Berg Lake, shown above, and 
members of that organization, 
many of whom have climbed in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, were 


unanimous in declaring that Can- 
ada held no more splendid Alpine 
und scenic territory than this. 


Nor is it necessary that the visi- 
tor be an experienced Alpinist to 
enjoy the beauties of the Mount 
Robson district, for there are with- 
in a short distance of the Berg 
Lake bungalow, splendid peaks 
which are easy enough in ascent 
for the tyro and yet offering splen- 
ad ews of the surrounding Alp- 
ands. 


The photograph shows Mount 
Robson, the monarch of the Canad- 
ian Rockies, and Berg Lake, so 
named because of the icebergs 


which are constantly floating on its 
surface. Beneath is one of the 
Swiss guides from Jasper Park 
Lodge, coiling his rope in prepara- 
tion for leading an ascent on 
Mount Robson, while to the right 
he is shown making his way round 
one of the difficult ice peaks of the 
climb. 

Ponies and guides are available 
at Mt. Robson station to conduct. 
tourists from there over the mag- 
nificent Robson Trail to Berg Lake, 
where comfortable bungalows ure 
maintained, which provide an ex- 
cellent starting point for many 
wonderful excursions into the

Early Closing Procedure — Cement 
Sidewalk Petitioned For— Small 
Money Bylaws to Be Voted on on 
June 22. 


For the first time since the outbreak 
of the Great War the Council was 
faced at its regular meeting Monday 
night with a petition for a four-foot 
cement walk, to be laid on the front- 
age tax basis. This very petition was 
one of the walks petitioned for in 1914 
on First St. South, Parkvale, when the 
outbreak of war stopped all except 
current financial undertakings. This 
optimistic note—that some citizens 
planned to remain in. Red Deer for the 
life of the sidewalk and to pay an- 
nually for it from their property—was 
i quite welcome to the Council. Those 
present were Mayor Johns, Aldermen 
Broughton, Snell, Howlett, Fulton and 
Galbraith, and Commissioner Stephen- 
son. Ald. McClure was out of town. 
Bylaws were forwarded for vote of: the 
property owners on Monday, June 22 
—$2000 for the spruce hillside property 
of 36 acres back of the Fair Grounds; 

and $2500 for a new concrete arch 
bridge on Fifth St. North over Was- 
kasoo Creek. It was decided to ad- 
vertise, according to statute, the Early 
t Closing Bylaw for shops. The petition 
| asked for Wednesday afternoons in 


May, June, July and August, and the 
-Council will later decide with 
Solicitor the form of the bylaw.

Want Cement Sidewalk 

Dr. Long and Postmaster Edis pre- 
sented a petition for a four foot cement 
sidewalk, with curb, gutter and boule- 
vard, to be laid by frontage tax 
against the property from the corner 
of Parkvale Ave, along First St. North, 
Parkvale, south side, for fourteen lots. 
The owners of ten lots petitioned for 
the walk: the four lots on the corner 
where Mr. Greig was tenant, were 
owned by an outside company, which 
had not been approached. The pro- 
perty owners favored a 10 or 15-year 
debenture, and the necessary resolu- 
tion was prepared for a report under 
the statutes. At the next meeting the 
report will be presented and an effort 
will be made to bring in another pro- 
perty owner on the petition.

Ald. Snell wanted information as to 
rents paid on any city properties in 
the business district, and on the con- 
dition of the buildings.

maintenance. Ald. Broughton is op- 
posed to putting a $2500 bridge on 
Tifth St. North. 

The Commissioners will supply the 
information. 

The bylaws were given the neces- 
sary stages preparatory to the voting 
by the property owners on June 22, 
The Public Utilities Commission and 
the Secretary-Treasurer differed by 
some ten cents as to the annual charge 
necessary to pay off the bridge bylaw 
in twenty years. 

Early Closing Bylaw 

Mr. Chas. Weston discussed with the 
Council the Early Closing Bylaw asked 
for, the City Solicitor having sent in 
the necessary procedure, which called 
for public notice for three weeks, the 
hearing of objections, etc. This would 
throw its coming into effect too far on 
to allow it to be of any value for 1926, 
so that the Councli could take a iittle 
more time over it than if it was ap- 
plicable for 1925. Mr. Weston sub- 
mitted the following information he 
had received as to the half-holiday 
procedure in other places. 

Medicine Hat—12 noon second Wed- 
nesday in May to second Wednesday 
in September Early Closing bylaw. 
12 noon Wednesday in winter by vol- 
untary arrangement. 

Ponoka—Thursday afternoon June 
4 for three months. Early Closing 
bylaw. z 

Lacombe—Wednesday afternoon in 
June, July and August. Voluntary. 

Innisfail—No decision. 

Wetaskiwin—No action. 
most stores closed for 
half-holiday in summer. 

Olds—Wednesday afternoon during 
June, July, August and September. 
Early Closing bylaw. 

The Mayor and Ald. Snell discussed 
some of the difficulties in serving 
farmers with implement repairs or 
medicine in stores which carried other 
goods or which were exempt from the 
bylaw. Mr. Weston said there were 
minor difficulties which could be large- 
ly overcome by friendly co-operation: 
the general rule of early closing pro- 
cedure was that the store door should 
not be open for continuous service. 
The Mayor was urged to get the mer- 
chants together to decide upon the 
Wednesday half-holiday for June, if 
possible, even if the notice would be 
short. The bylaw will be duly adver- 
tised for three weeks when the Soli- 
citors get the action of Council on the 
petition and can put it in the shape of 
a completed bylaw. 

Commissioners’ Report 

Fcreman Jones has commenced cut- 
ting grass and trimming trees on the 
boulevards. All dead trees have been 
replaced and a row of trees planted 
along the west side of the City Square 
on the outside of the sidewalk, and the 
south side of the square ploughed and 
disced to be ready for planting with 
shrubs next spring. A few clumps of 
trees have been planted on the square. 

The streets are being smoothed off 
with the grader and this work will be 
continued until ali are done. We re- 
comnicnd grading Bank St. and some 
of the streets on Michener Hill that 
are rough, using the grader. 

Commissioner Stephenson attended 
a meeting of the executive of the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities and 
the Government at Edmonton last 
week to discuss the Act to stabilize 
assessments. The Government has 
agreed to pass this Act at the ad- 
journed session, and the above was 
appointed on a committee of four to 
meet in Edmonton this week with the 
Deputy Attorney-General and make a 
final draft of the Act which will then 
be submitted to all councils for con- 
sideration.

JThe Yellow Warbler is one of the 
new comers. 

It is known almost everywhere <n 
its range as the Wild Canary, owing 
to its clear yellow plumage. 

dt is not even a distant relation of 
the canary, though, as it feed aimost 


entirely on the many species of {n- 
sects that infest the trees and shrub-

The Yellow Warbler makes a beau- 
tiful nest—often in the upright fork 
of a (Saskatoon or ‘Choke Cherry bush. 
Spider webs, cotton from the poplar 
trees, fine grasses and hair are some 
of the materials used. 

Another common summer resident, 
often called the Wild Canary. is the 
American Goldfinch. The Goldfinch is 
a seed eater anc! does belong to the 
same family as the Canary. It is very 
partial to the seeds of dandelion: and 
thistle, and can often be seen along 
the boulevards in town or in the weed 
patches along the roadside busily 
feeding at the ripened) seed heads. 
The black cap and some black mark- 
ings in wings and tail wilk distinguish 
the male Goldfinch from the Yellow 
Warbler. The songs are quite differ- 
ent, too—the former often singling 
from the telephone wires whilst the 
latter keeps hidden in the willow 
brush. Another difference ‘between 
these two so-called Wild Canaries is 
in the nesting time. Early next month 
the mother Warbler will be sitting on 
aclutch of eggs and by the middle of 
August young Dirds and old will be 
making a move to their winter quar- 
ters in the sunny south, The Gold- 
finches will spend half. the summer 
fhere before they begin to think serl- 
ously of starting family cares. 
Wherever there is a good growth of 
tall poplar, we cam be fairly sure of 
finding the Baltimore Oriole. We will 
hear ‘his clear alto whistling much 
oftener than we will see him. When 
we do get a good look at his hand- 
gome orange and black colourings out 
in the open we are not likely to forget 
it. He prefers to keep to the tree 
tops where the Hghts and shades 
amongst the fluttering leaves make 
him nearly invisible. The nest of the 
Oriole is one of the wonders of bird 
architecture. It is generally hung 
from the tip of some slender poplar 
branch—a deep cradle for the eggs 
and young—where every wind that 
plows keeps it rocking to and ‘fro. As 
usual with most of our birds, the fe- 
malesof these three species are less 
conspicuous than their mates, making 
it still more difficult to distinguish 
their sober greer plumage from the 
surrounding foliage.

Not as much, in fact, 
ad the cat, who, seizing the upportunity 
when the covers were off, sat herself 
down on four fine phlox. I acmit she 
deserved chastisement, but she looked 
so demure and innocent, sitting there 
in the sun-—such @ very small, very 
white cat, that my heart melted. 1 
expect it was nice and soft and warm 
for her there.

Sheep— 

Hardly any sheep being marketed at 
either the Calgary or Edmonton yar¢'s. 
Quotations are from $11 to $12 for 
last sezson’s lambs. Most of the 
sheep districts report that the lamb- 
ing eason is well under way, and that 
the crop is good. 

Grain— 

‘Recent rains that have been receiy 
‘ed in the province has made a big dif. 
ference in the growth of crops, and 
reports from the north say that condi 
tions are looking good, while the 
southern ‘part of the province is ex. 
periencing one of the best years go 
far that it has hac for a good while. 
Prices on the Winnipeg market reach 
ed the two dollar mark, but since then 
have dropped off, owing to improved 
conditions of this year’s crop in the 
west. Reports from United States not 
looking favorable im the wheat belt. 
Butter—Cream—Cheese— ; 

No change in butter prices, except 
for quotations on carlond lots, which 
are down about a cent, but warmer 
weather and the increase in the make 
becoming so noticeable, dealers expect 
s0me change soon. Cream—More 
cream being hanced this week than 
there was last, but prices are un. 
changed. Manitoba is shipping but- 
ter east, and as the market tliere {ts 
none too strong, there might be a 
change in prices in that province be 
fore long, bult there was no change 
made after Saskatchewan prices were 
settled. Cheese—With more cheese 
being made im the country and at 
centralizers, prices have dropped a 
litt#e and quotations are now about a 
cent under last week. ‘Milk—With 
more grass and better foot! available 
in the country, milk receipts are in- 
crvasing at the local milk companies, 
and it was found necessary to cut the 
prices down to $2, basis of 3.6 per 100 
Tbs. 

BPees—Poultry— 

Marketing is slow and receipts are 
light; some of the buyers in the 
country paying a little premium over 
the prices quoted. Most of the extras 
and firsts are going into storage. If 
eggs could be fanded in Liverpool at 
prices which were under the values at 
which theirs are going into storage, 
there might be a chance of opening up 
atrace. Poultry—Only a few old hens 
and staggy roosters being sent to the 
markets and prices are not very geod 
with demand slow. Everybody seems 
to be waiting for the broilers to start 
to move, but dealers are of the opinion 
that it will be another month before 
they are plentiful, and prices reason 
able. 

Hay— 

Dealers state that there is a good 
demand for oats anc’ green feed, ¢es- 
pecially the former, and prices are up 
5¢e a bushel, while the latter is hard to 
get. There is still a considerable sun 
ply of hay between here and Edmon 
ton, but all the districts lying west of 
Calgary have either sold what they 
hae or else it is under contract. Exc’ 
monton dealers find that the demand 
has slackened off a little during the 
past week, due to a large vart of 
seeding being done. 

Potatoes— 

Tracing is quieter this week than it 
has been for the past month, as nearly 
all the seed has been bought. Quota- 
tions on local spuds are $30 to $33 per 
ton. astern spuds still ion the mar- 
ket. but the condition is not as good 
as it was and the market is not overly 
strong at $35 per ton. Edmonton “B" 
grade is a good potato and is selling 
at $19 per ton. 


Hides— 
Market is weaker and prices are 
about le lower, althengh local Cealers 


have not'changed their quotations in 
hopes that the drop will be regained. 
Horse-hair prices are still holding at 
the same level, but receipts are 
heavy; no change has been reported 
in the eastern wool market situation 
and local dealers will not quote prices. 
Furs— 

Eastern fur auction prices were un- 
der the present quotations in most 
eases on the lines that are handled 
by western dealers but th's hac' nu 
effect on prices here. Next sale at 
Winnipeg on June 9, and then at Mon- 
treal on the 22nd of the same month. 
New York’s next sale is in October. 
A few furs coming in from the north, 
but not many, as the rivers have 
only just started to open for the 
§easeon,
